Honourable Sir, 


HO I have but very lately advifed you 
. of my Arrival, and given you fome 
(hort and general Account of the State 
and Circumftance of Affairs in New-England, at 
the time I left the place 3 which I thought might 
have been fufficient, untill fhould have the Ho- 
nour to wait on you perfonally 5 but having had 
the view of a certain Pamphlet lately Publifhed 
and Intituled News from New-England, &c. pre- 
tending to give an Account of the Prefent State 
of that Country, and tinding the fame fo very 
FGitious, falfe and {candalous, publifhed out of 
amoft wicked defign tovilifie and traduce forme 
Worthy Gentlemen , who have been better 
Friends to our Country, than ever the obfcure 
Author thereof was, or knows how to be, and 
to amufe and perplex others : I-cou'd not for- 
bear out of my Zeal for truth, and the love and 
value I have for the Peace and Welfare of my 
Country, togive you the trouble of this Letter, 
to difcover the falfencfs of the pretended News, 
and the bafenefs and ignorance of the Author 3 
who without great difficulty may eafily be guef- 
fed at, and Known by his fruits. 

And therefore it may not beamifs to acquaint 
you, that about two years fince, one Mr. F. M. 
pretended Teacher of the Gofpel in Boffon, pri- 
vately left that place and came for London, where 
of his own authority, he fet up to be an Agent 
for the Country, and ufed all the art and fub- 
tilty he could, during the Reign of King James, 


to indear the {ame into the affeGtion of F. Peters, 


Mr. Brent, and Nevil Pain, undertaking aswell _ 


for himfc}f as us to fubfcribe to the taking, off 
the Penal Laws and Tefts, to fupport the Dif 


penfing Power, and to fatishe his own malice — 


and prejudice (without any ground or reafon_). 
conceived againft the then Government of New- 
England. 

This Man, as it was the Opinion of moft fo- 
ber and confiderate Men when left Nem. England, 
fo I may very juftly term the Author and Pro- 
moter of all our miferics, founded upon appa- 
rent and wittingly devifed Lyes and Calumnics, 
carried on under pretence of Zeal and Piety, in- 
finuated into, and impofed upon many of the 
common People; hurrying, them into mifchiefs 
and inconveniencies now fuficiently feen, felt, 
and repented of } Him therefore, 1 will conclude 
the Author of the before-mentioned Pamphlets 
the falfities whereof J thal! now plainly and brief- 
ly deteét, to prevent your felf and others being 
impofed upon by him, as many of my Country- 
men and others have too lately been. 

And in the firft place 1 cannot: omit to take 
notice of his pofitive confidence to charge a Com- 
miffion granted in due Form urder the Great 
Seal of England, for the Government-of one of 
Their Majefties Plantations, I!legal and Arbiire- 
ry; and that Government a Tyranny, which 
was by virtue thereof exercifed with a théufand 
times more juftice and Jenity, than when under 


the 


the pretended Charter, Adminifiration,or Com- 
monwealth Difciplise, without any Authority 


~ for the fame whatloever, if the Author had teen. 


bat as well acquainted with the Law, as he was 
with the Declaration he refers to, (and no doubt 
was.the firft contriver of ) he would have been 
of-another judgment, or at leat have conceald 
it until the Opinion of his Superiors had been 
given therein. 

2. That the War with the Izdiaas was begun, 
as the Author there relates, or that it was ever 
affirmed by the Indians, that they were encou- 
raged thereto by Sic E. A, is wholly fal; for in 
the Summer 1688, when Sir E. 4. went ta 
receive and fettle the Province of New-Yark,then 
annexed under his Govérnment,. it fo happen- 


ed, that a Party of about Nine French Indians . 


fell upon. an Indian Plantation at a place called 
Spectaclepond, near Springfield,on Connetticott Ri- 
ver, and kill?’d and carried away about Nine Jn- 
dians, and after coming toa {mall Village on 
that River called Nortbfield,they killed fix Chri- 
ftians, and being purfued,fled 5 the noife of thefe 
Murthers foon {pread throughout the Country, 
and notice was given thereof to all the Frontier 
or Out-parts, advifing them to be vigilant and 
careful to prevent Surprize by any firange or 
fufpected Indians, and foon after this News catne 
to Saco, (a Townand River in the Province of 
Maine above three hundred Miles diftant from 
the places beforenamed called by that name, ) 
Five Indian Men, and Sixteen Women and Chil- 
dren, who had always lived and planted on that 
River, were feized on, and fent by Water to 
Bofton, fome of whom were fo old and fecble, 
that they were forced to be carried when a- 
fhore) on others backs, On their arrival at Bo- 
fton, the Lieutenant Governor and thofe of the 
Council there, examined into the caufe of feiz- 
ing thofe Indians, and fending them thither ; but 
finding that no Caufe was fent with them, nor 
any *ground or reafon to hold them in Cuftody, 
they returned them to the place from whence 
they came, tobe fet at liberty 5 but before they 
arrived there, the Englifp near thofe parts were 
got to their Arms and Garifons: Other Indians 
of Ambrofcoggen and Kenebeque River, hearing, 
that thofe of Saco were {eized and feat aways 
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forthivith farprized as many of the Engli iu 
Cafcobay and Kenebeque River, faying, they in- 
tended no harm, but would keep them till the 


‘ Indians were returned: Upon the Arrival of the 


returned Indians, they were fent unto, and a 
day and place agreed upon when both the En- 
glifb and Indians were to be fet at liberty, and 
all to be compofed 5 but the Zdians not coming 
at the time appointed, the Exglifh waited not for 
them, but were not'long gone ere they came, 
and by an Englif Man and two.Indians, fent a. 
Lettcr to the next Garifon, importing their 
readinefsto deliver up the Englif,-and tomake 
fatisfaction for any hurt or fpoil.done by them 5 
who from shat Garifon were Fired upon and ill 
treated, and not fieing how what they expected 
could be. anfwered, fome of them difcovei"d o- 
ther Englifo Men on a Neck of Land, near the 
place appointed to mect at, and endeavouring 
to feize fome of them, were engaged into a Skir- 
mi(h, where five of the Englifh were killed and 
feveral of the Indians wounded, who pzeefently 
after in rage killed two of the Englifp Captives. 
In this manner, and no other was the War be- 
gun whereupon two Troops of Soldiers were 
raifed, and fent to the affiftance of thof parts” 
againft the Indians, with Provifton and Ammu- 
nition neceffary by thofe of the Council at Boffo, 
and the Indians firk mentioned to be taken, 
were again {ent back and Imprifoned, and all 
in the abfence of Sir E. 4. Upon his arrival at 
Bofion, and being informed of the above, and 
that fuch Indians were in Prifon, a Committee 
of the Council was appointed to examine, and 
{ee what Grounds or Caufe there was for their 
Commitment or Detainer; and the Committee 
reporting they could find none, thole Indians 
were by order of Council fet at liberty, to be 
fent to the place from whence they were brought 
if they defired it: As forthe mifchief faid tobe 
fuftained by the Inhabirants there, it cannot be 
imputed tothofe Indians, for it was either done 
while they were incuftody, or fince the Rebelli- 
on and Subverfion of the Government, from 
whence begins the date of our Mifesies; and I 
have juft reafon to believe, the Author was too 
far concerned therein, as is evident by his dire- 
Ging of his Letters to Simon Broadjtrect E{g; Go- 
_vernor 


eyernor of the Maffarbufets, ec. before it was 
potfible for him to know that he was fo, or could 
“have any ground to'believe he would be, unlefs 
he had contrived or direCted it. 

°3. There was no endeavours uled to keep the 
People ignorant of Affairs in England, nor were 
any Imprifoned for difperting the Prince’s De-: 
clarations “which was never publickly fcen or 
known to bein New-England, till fome time 
after the Infurre@tion : Tho I have heard, that 
one Winflow arriving, at Bofton from Nevis, about 
the beginning of April 1688. and pretending 
to thew to feveral Perfons a Written Copy of 
the {aid Declaration, was fent for before a. Ju- 
ftice, and being examined about the {aid Wri- 
«ting, denyed he had any fuch thing 5 and be- 
having him(elf contemptuoufly, he was com- 
mitted to Prifon; and the next Morning produ- 
-cing the fame Paper to the Juftice, he was dif- 
charged without any further trouble or pro- 
ceeding; and this was all that was acted in 


New-England, telating to the Prince of Orange’s _ 


Declaration ; fo that there was no grounds or 
reafons to ftir up the People to Sedition, but 
only:the ambitious defires and wicked inclina- 
tions of their former Popular Magifirates and 
Members, to fet up their old Arbitrary Com- 
monwealth Government, that freeing them- 
{elves from the Authority of England , they 
ittight without fear of punifhment, break all the 
Laws made for the encouragement and increafe 
of the Navigation of England, and regulating 
and fecuring the Plantation Trade, as is futh- 
ciently: evident by the feveral Veffels fince ar- 
rived from Holland , Scotland, Newfoundland, 
and other places prohibited by the A@s of Trade 
and Navigation. 

And that fuch was their defign,to rend them- 
felves from the Crown of England, will appear 
by the free and open confeflion of fome well 
knowing in that Confpiracy; who have fince 
declared (before Witneffes of undenyable truth 
now here in England) that the defign of feiz- 
ing upon Sir E. 4. and fubverting Kingly Go- 
vernment in New-England had been long con- 
trived and refolved on, and was to have been 
done the beginning of Fanuary 1688. and that 
thofe concerned in the late Revolution were 


crt: 


then to have a@ed the like parts, at which 
time was no account of the Prince of Ovange’s 
ictention of coming into England known in 
that Land. 

4. Ie cannot be faid, that ever any unlawful 
Levies of Money were mide upon the Subject un- 
ctr the Government of Sir E. 4. for all that 
was raifed in his time, was by virtue of a Law 
made and praétifed for about Fifty Years be- 
fore, which was continued and confirmed by 
exprefs command , under the Great Seal of 
England, for fupport of the Government , 
and was but a Rate of one Penny in the 
Pound, to be annually colle&ted by War- 
rant from the Treafurer, which thofe wholate- 
ly afflumed the Government, tho without any 
Lawful Power or Authority, have fo far exceed- 
ed, that for about Six Months management, 


they have caufed feven Rates and an half to be © 


levied; and I have fince advice that they have 
ordered Ten Rates more to be exacted. 

5. By the Adtings and Proceedings of thefe 
New- England Reformers, it is eafily to be {cen, 
what regard they had to Religion, Liberty and 
Property 5 having now had the opportunity to 
make themfelves Perfecutors of the Church of 
England, as they had before been of all others 
that did not comply with their Independency, 
whom they punithed with Fines, Imprifonment, 
Stripes, Banifhment, and Death; and all for 
matters of meer Confcience and Religion on- 
ly: The Church of England, altho commanded 
to be particularly countenanced and encoura- 
ged, was wholly deftitute of a place to per- 
form Divine Service in, until Sir E. 4. by ad- 
vice of the Council,borrowed the new Meeting- 
houfé in Bofton for them, at fuch times when o- 
thers made no ufe of it, and afterwards'promo- 
ted and encouraged the building of a New 
Church for that Congregation, to avoid all 
manner of Offence to their diffenting Neigh- 
bors, which was foon compleated and finifhed 
at the particular charge of thofe of the Church 
of England; whofe number daily increafing , 
they became the envy as well as hatred of their 
Adverfaries, who by all ways and means poffi- 
ble, as well in their Pulpits as private Difcourfe, 
endeavour’d to afperfe, calumniate, and de- 
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fame them, and fo far did their malice and bi- 
gotry prevail, that fome of them openly and 
publickly hindered and obfiru@ed the Minifter 
in the’ performance of the funeral Rites, to fuch 
as had lived and dyed in the Communion of 
the Church of England : And a moft f{canda- 
Jous Pamphlet was foon after Printed and Pub- 
lithed by Cotton Mather, Son of the beforemen- 
tioned, 7. M. intituled the unlawfulnefs of the 
Common- prayer Worthip, wherein he afiisms, 
and labours to prove the fame to be both Popery 
and Idolatry, and {everal fcandalous Libels both 
againft the Church and Government, were 
{pread and f{cattered up and down the Coun- 
try, infinuating into the Common People, that 
the Governor and all of the Church of England 
were Papifts and Idolaters, and to ftir them 
up-to Faétion and Rebcliion, for which the 
faid Cotton Mather, and others , were bound 
over to an{wer according to Law; but was fu- 
perfeded by their InfurreGtion. And the Ju- 
ttices having iffued their Warrant for the obfer- 
vation of the 30th of Fanzary purfuant to the 
Statute, the fame was called in and fuppreffed, 
by Captain Waite Wintborp one of the Council, 
who in the Commotion, appeared the chief Man 
and Head of the Faction againft the Govern- 
ment, which he twice {wore to maintain. and 
fupport, and tho at the time of the Revolution, 
moft of the Principal Officers in the Govern- 
ment were of the Independent and Presbyte- 
rian Party, yet their malice and fury was not 
fhewn to any of them, but only ufed and ex- 
excifed againft thofe of the Church of England, 
whom (as well the Governor as other Officers 
of the Government, and principal Members of 
that Church). they (ized and moft barbaroufly 
Imprifoned.. The Church it {elf had great dif- 
ficulty to withftand their fury, receiving the 
marks of their indignation and fcorn, by hav- 
ing the Windows broke to pieces, and the Doors 
and Walls daubed and defiled with dung, and 
other filth, in the rudeft and bafeft manner ima- 
ginable, and the Minifler for his fafety, was 
forced to leave the Country and his Congrega- 
tion, and go for Englend,.the Perfons Lrnpri- 
foned were kept and detained , without any 
Warrant, Mdittimus oy canfe (hewn, and f{everal 
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of them had their Offices and Houfes broke o- 
pen, their Goods and Eltates taken away, {poil- 
cd, and embezelled: And when application was 
made to the new affumed Authority, for the be- 
nefit of the Habeas Corpus A&, and other Laws 
made for the Liberty of the Subject, and fecu- 
rity of their Property; the fame was dcinyed 
with this reafon given amongft others after- 
wards there publi(hed in Print; that cill the 
unhappy time of Sir Edmund’s Government, 
the Laws of England were never ufed, nor any > 
Habeas Corpts granted in New-England, and 
therefore not to be expected then 5 and about 
Ten Weeks after their Confinement, feveral of 
the Chief Officers were by the Houfe of Re-- 
prefentatives voted not bailable; for no other 
caufe or pretended Crimes than for being im- 
ployed by the Crown, having therein fo faith- 
fully and truly behaved themfelves, that none 
could juttly lay any Crimeto their Charge. By 
this means many fuffered Ten Months Impri- 


fonment, and others lefs, being turn’d in and 


out of Goal, asthe Arbitrary pleafure of their 
New Rulers fhould. be verbally known: In 
their new Erected Courts, they have publick- 
ly declared, they have nothing todo with the 
Laws of England, and feveral of Their Maje- 
flies Subjects, have been not only Fined and 
lmprifoned, by the Arbitrary Will of the Ma- 
giflrates, without any lawful Tryal by a Jury 
of their Peers, as the Laws of the Land di- 
reat but for pretended Crimes fentenced to 
Death, without any lawful Authority or Le- 
gal Form of proceedings , and fome of them 
Executed. 

6. It is very true, that fince the Impri- 
fonment of the Governor, and alteration of 
the Government in New-England, the whole 
County of Cornvall, great part of the Pro- 
vince of Maine, and part of the Province of 
Neww-bampfbire, are over-ran and deftroyed by 
the Indians, but the occafion thereof_has been 
by that Infurre@tion, and the withdrawing of 
the Forces left in thofe Parts by Sir E. 4. and 
deferting the Garifons there, which was alfo 
the lofs of the Fort at Pemaquid,. and above 
three Hundred of His Majefty’s Subje@s, and 
notwithftanding, the Malice of the Author can- 

'. not 
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not be the leaft imputation on Sir E. 4. who 


during the time of his Government, kept the 
whole Dominion from injury, fave what was 
done at firft by furprizal, as by every honeft’ 


| Man will be confeffed, for what was done in 


releafing the Indians before mentioned, was 
not an A& of Favour but Juftice, nor done 
by him alone, but with advice of the Coun- 


cil, and I can fee no reafon, why either the 


Indians or Englifh thould be Imprifoned, or 
Reftrained of their Liberty without fufficient 
caufe, or why if one Indian commits an Of- 
fence, all muft be b'amed or. punifhed | for ir, 
tho they are things too often ulcd and practifed 
by our old Charters in New-England. 

Neither were the numbers or quality of 


 thofe Indians capable of doing fuch mifchiefs, 
tho the follies and madnefs of the People fince 
their Revolution, shave encouraged and pro- 


voked many to be their Enemies, and increa- 
fed their numbers, and no doubt given the 
French faic advantages to come into their afli- 
flance. 

The Fort of Pemaquid was burnt by the In- 
dians , and the Guns fometime after: fetched 
from thence, by {ome of the Perces fent from 
Bofton, and brought thither by them, {fo that 
what is mentioned about the Dutch Privateer 
is wholly falfe. ; 

7. As to the pretended bloody. Fight, faid 
to be between the Englifh and Indians, it was 
only after this manner: A Party of about three 
hundred Englifh and Friend Indians, under the 


‘command of Captain Benjamin Church, being 


over-night landed at a Town called Falmonth 


/in Cafeobay, in the Province’ of Maine, the 


next Morning early, a Party! of Indians of a- 


bout two hundred came to. attack ‘that. place, 


who meeting with one Authony Brackett, and 
his two Sons going to his Farm, a little di- 


fiant from the Towns they. Fired and Killed 


them, and by that alarmed the place; and 
thereupon a Party was, fent to. difcover, who 
advifed what they were, and that they were 
very near the Towns. the whole number of 
Men being all called together had Ammiuni- 
tion delivered them, but by reafon of the 


unfizablenefs of their Guns and Shot, they 
were forced to beat their Bullets into Slugs, 
which made it late before they could March 
to the Enemy, who in the mean time had 
the opportunity to poft themfelves advanta- 
geoufly behind Fences, Hedges, Old Trees, de. 
and in that manner they engaged 3 and af- 
ter about two hours difpute the Indians re- 
treated into a fall {wamp, and our Forces 
left them with the lofs of Eleven Men, and 


Seven. wounded , of which Five after dyed; 


but it. was not known that one Indian was 
kiilleds;, And this is all we can brag of in that 
Service, which was only -fortunate, in that 
the Forces were there, when the Indians 


came to attack the Place, which elfe proba- ~ 


bly they would: have carried, tho it’s believed, 
had our;Forces;been ready early to have at- 
tacked and: purfacd the Enemy, fome greater 
advantage, might have been gained, but by 
late advice Leminformed that Place is alfo de- 
ferted. 

There is little dependence on thofe we call 
our Friend, Indians, for they ase'as great Stran- 
gers in the Faftern Country asthe Engl, and 


‘will not travel-or venture farther than they, 


tho,’ being uled to he Woods, may be quicker 
fighted. to difcover the Enemy., You may per- 
ctive the ery Zeal of the Author and his Cos- 
re(pondént, wha willnot admit of a charitable 
Expreffion of Chara@cy of his {uttering Neigh- 


‘bours, but after, they have been, the caufe of all 


their Milcries aud Ruine, muft expect no other 
comtort from them than to be accounted and 
terméd Heathenifh Englifp- Plantations ; for 
which L.cannot conceive any reafon,. unlefs that 
many in thofe, Parts have bees differently eda- 
caied from thofe of Boffon, and are of the Church 
of England, whole Forclathersy for that. very 
caufé only; were forced to remove fo far to ef 
cape the lath of their Perfecytois in-the Maffa- 
thufets Colony. 

%. Wehaveno realon to brag of.our Armies 
Purfuit after the Enemy, for it wasnever known 
that any Party laft Summer went, twenty. Miles 
from. our Settlements:(or Place where they had 
done. us mifchief) after them,, neither, accoz- 

ding. 
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diag to the methods taken, would it avail if 
they had; for tho they knew the Indians are in 
Arms, and taking all the Opportunities to at- 


tack and deftroy them, yet no fuitable Provi-. 


fion was made in our out-Towns ‘and. Fron- 
ticrs for their Security and‘ Defences but after 
Advice given to’ Eifon 6f a Town ‘or Settle- 
ment being burn’d and deftroyed, in about a 
Fortnights time an Army or Party of about 
two or three hundred Men would be fent to the 
Place to fee if it were true or not, and whe- 
ther the Indian's did not {tay for' their coming 5 
which Army of ours,’ ufually abide thereabouts 
till they have ‘eaten and confumed what ftock 
of Cattle or Sheep the Indians had lett, and 
‘then return home again. 

That any Captives efcaped from the Indians, 
affirm, that the Indians fay, they are encoura- 
ged by fome Gentlemen in Bafton vigoroufly to 
profecute the War,’is mere Invention, and‘a 
moft falfe and groundlefs Imputation, unlefs 
-by fuch Gentlemen in Boffon are meant Fofter 
and Waterboufe, two of their own Party, ‘who 
being of the’Confpiracy to fubvert the Govern- 
ment, fometime in’ March, abouta-Month ‘be- 
fore the fame was put in Execution, loaded 
a Brigantine with Provilion and Ammunition at 
*Boftony and entered her’ for Bermudoes, but fent 
her to the Eaftward amongft the French and In- 
dians, then in aGtual War with us, and furnifh- 
ed and fupplied them therewith, when the 
Governor and the Forces were out againft them 
and had reduced them to the greatett want and 
neceflity both for Provifion and Ammunition; 
and foon after the Revolution, that Veffel re- 
turned from thofe Parts with her Loading of 
Bever and Peltry, which was publickly known 
and talked,’ but no notice takén thereof, the 
grievous cfteéts of which, the Country well 
knows, and are fince very fenfible thereof. 

The two Captives that laft efcaped and came 
to Bofton, related, that by the Service-done by 
Sir E. A. the laft Winter was Twelve-months, 
againft the Indians, they were reduced ‘to that 
neceflity both for ‘want of Ammunition and 
Provifion, that in the Spring following they 
refolved to come in and {urrender themfelves 


at Mercy, which they no doubt-had done ac-} 
cordingly, if the Revolution at Buffon had not 
happened, the Forces being drawn off from the 
Eaftern Parts, Garrifons delerted, and they fup~| 
plied with Ammunition and Provilion from| 
Bofton, which was the only encouragement they 
had to renew. and continue the War upon us,| 
and has much increafed the Numbers of our 
Enemies: . | | 
’Tis true, the Mobawks (tho a fmall) are a} 
warlike Nation, and have been long Enemies 
to the French in Canadz, and now in War with 
them 5 but that ono ways affiats us in New-| 
England any otherwife than as it is fome Diver- 
fion to the Frenchy for thofe Indians that war 
againft us are in a dire&t oppofie part of the 
Country, remote from’ them, and ‘can ibe fup- 


~plied from Canada, Port-Royal, and Nova Scotia, 


altho thofe Mohawks endeavour to: obftruct it; 
and I could. never hear any Offer made by them 
‘to that purpofe, or that they would engage 
-apainit our Bnemics, for we never had any Ac- 
quaintance or Correfpondency with them, to | 
influence them to our Affittance, they being 
‘very remote from Bolton, and always under the 
Government*of New-York: but I have beem in- 


‘formed by Letters from Perfons of good cre. 


dit at Albany; that when the Agents fent from 
Bofton to treat with the Mobawks, and renew 
their Peace and Friendfhip with them, and de- 
fire their Affiftance, propofed the fame, the Mo- 


‘hawks replied ,) That it was cunneceffary for 


them to'come {0 ‘far to renew their Peace, fince 
to the Indians Knowledge, there had been no 
War between them, and that they had not on- 
ly by Words, but by A@ion, manifefted their 
good Heart to the Englih, particularly to New 
England, fince they had by means of the Go- 
vernment of New-York engaged themfelves in 
the laft Indian War, for their Intereft, againgt 
the Indians their Enemies, by which means 
mach Chriftian Bloed was faved, altho but Jit- 
‘tle notice of their Service has been’ taken by 
thofe who had the benefit thereof; that they 
were then in War againft the ' French, and 
would not increafe the number of their Ene- 
mies, until they cettainly knew that thofe 

, Eaftern

Priefts or Teachers: have done; for altho by 
‘the Piety of our Forefathers, confiderable Sums 
of Money have been given, and a Corporation 
ercéted for the Evangelizing of the Indians in 
New-England, a very {mall progrefs hath been 
hitherto made thercin; and now fcarce any 
/Endeavours or proper Means ufed at all. for 
their Converfion, tho large Sums of Money are 
annually fent over and difpofed of amongt{t the 
Brotherhood, on that pretence, which the Go- 
vernment, or thofe chiefly concerned therein, 
/would do well to enquire after, now there are 
fo many of that Country here capable to give 
an Account thereof, that fo good and pious an 
Undertaking may be neither neglected nor per- 
verted. 

10. It is too true, that great Devaltations 
have been made in New- England by the Indians 
fince the Revolution there, which thofe that 
{ubverted their Majefties Government have been 
aud are the fole occafion of ; and that the Fort

But that fo confiderable a Force (as is pre- 
tended ) was fent out. againft the faid Indians, 
is a Mifinformation ;. for there was not one 
Man fent from Conneéficort laft Summer, nor 
bad they refolved to be concerned in the War, 
tho much perfuaded thereto by thofe of the 
Maffathufets: and when I left thofe Parts, and 
for fome Months before, there was not a Sol- 
dier ont ;-and they’ have reafon enough to ap- 
prehend an Attack from the French as well as 
Indians, in the Spring, fo foon as the Rivers 
are open, and the Snow off the Grounds 
which (by their prefent ill Management of 
Affairs, want of Authority, and the many Di- 
vifions amongft them) they will not be in a 
pofture to refit, nor to defend and {ecure them- 
{elves and Country, . 

11. I did hear before I left New- England, 
that about fixty Men were ordered to march 
for Albany from the feveral Towns on Conneéii- 
cott River-5 but whethcr they were to aflift thofe 
of Alb any againft the French, or to reduce them 
under the Subjection of that Rebel Leflier, (who 
by the evil Inftigation of thofe of Bofton and 
Connecticott had ufurped the Government of 
New-York, which thofe of Albany. always re- 
fufed to fubmit to, but continued as they were, ) 
was a great Queftion, and can only be known 
by their Fruits and Service,
